The Papal benediction was bestowed upon 
the Emperor Maximilian, before he went to 
Mexico, where he was shot; and on the lím- 
press Charlotte, when she visited the Vatican, 
on quitting which she became insane; Isabel 
the Second was blessed, and was dethroned 
very shortly afterwards, The Emperor of 
Austria received the Pope’s blessing, just be- 
fore his crushing defeat at Sadowa, Napo- 
leon the Third was blessed, and presently cap- 
itulated at Sedan. The steamer Santa Maria, 
with eleven sisters of charity to Montevideo, 
was blessed, and was wrecked on her first voy- 
age in sight of port. So was the steamship 
America, which foundered on the 24th of Dec., 
1871, when most of her 400 passengers 
perished, The Prince Imperial of France was 
blessed before setting out for South Africa, 
and was slain by the assegais of the Zulus. 
Prince Rudolph of Austria was blessed, and 
committed suicide a few days afterwards, 
Queen Mercedes of Spain was blessed, and sur- 
vived the benediction only three days. AL 
fonso the Twelfth was blessed, and died in the 
spring-time of life, The Bishops of Para and 
Pernambuco were blessed, and a month after- 
wards they were tried in Rio Janeiro, and sen- 
tenced to four years imprisonment with hard 
labor. The Archbishop of Peru was blessed, 
and died by poison forty-three days after- 
wards, The college of the Sisters of Charity, 
in New York, was blessed, and it was burned 
down three weeks later, The Republic of 
Columbia was blessed, and itis “the most dis. 
tressful country that ever yet was seen.” 

Such coincidences ara Zi to say the 
least of them; and are calculated to cause 
superstitious people to steer carefully clear 
of receiving a Papal benediction.— Harbinger

Though this is an American newspaper 
story, it seems well authenticated. The sen- 
sations described are such as are in a degree 
experienced when a sensitive comes near 
some one of bad influence, the various 
phases of badness, on account of the distinc- 
tive passions excited, intensifying the painful 
result.

Yet the bad influence seems to pervade 
the house as a whole, and the amiable wife and 
mother, a medium, has been the subject of 
painful accidents. 

A. J. Davis points out that the elements 
adhering to a room because of the evil deeds 
committed therein, attract the spirit impli- 
cated, giving it means of operating, more par- 
ticularly when power is given it by the pres- 
ence of a human being, and especially when 
the aura thrown off is of a favorable quality 
for spirit manifestation, Thus, from persons, 
places and objects, an emanation is obtained 
either favorable or unfavorable to sensitives 
coming in contact therewith. 

In the case of an actual manifestation, as 
narrated in the foregoing article, the influence 
of the spirit permeates the nervous system in a 
most overpowering manner, no doubt from the 
effort of the spiritto manifest, causing the de- 
pletion of the spectator, whose conduct arises 
from this cause and not from mere fear, There 
is, therefore, a sound physical, shall we call 
it, reason why people object to come in con- 
tact with these repulsive phenomena.

The case of the Austrian monster, Schneider 
is perhaps, at present, the one most easily con- 
sidered, though when the stories of the two 
other cases referred to are fully known, they 
will, perhaps, be even more instructive. If, 
as the doctors assert, Schneider, owing to the 
condition of his brain, was not responsible for 
his actions, that indeed he had no moral sense, 
the conclusion must be got at from one or two 
suppositions, either that the brain contains 
in itself the moral sense, and so the moral 
sense is not there when that partof the brain 
is not there, or that a certain part of the brain 
is the seat of the moral sense. It the first 
hypothesis be true, then criminality is physio- 
logical, and it would be just as absurd to pun- 
ish a man for having a criminal brain as tor 
having an undeveloped arm, Butif the other 
hypothesis be right, we must find out what 
that moral sense is which has its seat there. 

It would naturally suggest itself to anyone 
making this inquiry to go to the writers on 
psychology. But what a hopeless task it is, 
Speaking of conscience, an essential element 
in the idea of moral sense, Dr. Alexander 
Bain says: 

“| maintsin that conscience is an imitation 
within ourselves of the government without us, 
and that, even when differing in what it pre- 
scribes from the current morality, the mode of 
its action is still parallel to the archetype." 

What is meant by “within ourselves?“ and 
to what shifts such a psychology is driven. 
After doing his best to prove that there is no 
such thing as morality outside custom, Dr. 
Bain allows that the individual conscience 
‘may differin what it presctibes from the 
current of morality,” infact he adduces this 
abrogation of moral rules as a most illustra- 
tive fact. A number of persons banding to- 
gether,” he says, ‘‘may set the general opinion 
at defiance.” There is no answer to the ques- 
tion as to what there is in these people that 
sets public opinion at defiance. Dr. Alexan- 
der Bain and his kind give us no help; let us 
ask the physiological psychologists. Dr. Bas- 
tian speaks of the growth of an ‘‘inward moni- 
tor: 

“Equally important, however, among sav- 
age races, are those limitations which ‘expe. 
diency’ compels the individual to recognize, as 
imposed by his fellowmen upon the freedom 
of his own actions, Such considerations, in 
concert perhaps with a strengthening sympa- 
thy, gradually tend to build up within him an 
inward monitor, or ‘conscience,’ at the same 
time that there arise embryo notions of Right 
and Duty, constituting the foundations of a 
dawning ‘moral sense. 

An inward monitor; what does the inward- 
ness mean? 

We get but little help from anyone. Even 
G. H. Lewes can only say: 

Both intellect and conscience are products 
of the animal impulses and social impulses 
acting and reacting.” 

Whence and how does these impulses arise? 

That by development a certain entity is pro- 
duced, which entity is called moral sense, and 
has its habitation in the brain may be trae, 
but there is much difficulty in seeing how a 
thing which is spiritual in its effects is māte- 
rial in its origin. But if this development in- 
cludes a concurrent development of something 
which is spiritual, which uses the brain as its 
instrument, and which cannot act if the brain 
be not equally developed, we get at some- 
thing which is more intelligible. 

Nevertheless, both these hypotheses contain 
elements of difficulty which are not encoun. 
tered in the hypothesis of a developing—pos- 
sibly automatically developing—instrument, 
which Instrument is subservient to, and gener- 
ally used by, one experimenter alone, though 
either from necessity or from choice it may at 
times be used by other and more powerful 
agencies.

A SEANCE WITH Mit, MELLON. 


The editor of tnis journal, during a 
recent visit to Sidnoy, was favored with 
un Invitation to attend a seance with the 
above celebrated medium for material- 
ization, held In the room of the Socloty 
for Psychic Culture, Bathurst street. on 
the evening of Easter Monday. The 
room (which is on the first floor) is 
about 22 feet by 18, with brick walla 
plustered on the Insido, with only one 
door, which is in one corner, the Sinan 
being in the middle of the further end 
ofthe room, To tho right of this Is a 
space of about 6 foot to the right hand 
corner of the room, the blank wall ox: 
tonding thence to the door. The cor- 
ner, for about 5 feet cach way, is cov- 
ered with a thin dark material to givo a 
botter background, und those present 
wore invited to sound the wall and floor, 
which were palpably solid, Across the 
corner, at the height of about 8 feet, was 
stretched a rod on which were hung 
dark colored curtains, The sitters, 
numbering about twenty, were arranged 
in two rows forming the are of a circle 
extending from the outer side of the 
window to the wall near the back of the 
door, Within this enclosed space, and 
immediately facing the Improvised cab- 
inot sat Mrs, Mellon, in black attire, ex- 
copt for a white handkerehlef over her 
shoulders for a time, to distinguish her 
position more clearly to the sitters. On 
a table under the window, a foot or two 
from the adjoining angle of the cabinet, 
were placed a small bell, a box of choco. 
lates, u pencil and sheetof paper, There 
was also a musical box at the other end 
of the table, 

Mr, D. J. Davis, who has the sole con- 
duct of the business arrangements, gave 
a short preliminary address on the Im- 
portunce of the conditions, impressing 
on the ticket-holders the necessity of 
compliance with certain rules, 

Mr. Mellon was seated outside the cir- 
cle in the corner furthest from the cab- 
inet, the gus shaded with a pink globe 
was now turned down so as to be equal 
tu about one candle light, and as the 
musical box did not act satisfactorily, 
the company sang a hymn. Shortly 
after its conclusion a slender female 
form, clad in white drapery and about 5 
feet high, appeared firatin the centre, 
next atthe right end, then at the left 
end of the curtains, Mrs. Mellon re 
malning seated outside the curtains the 
whole time. She then divested herself 
of the white handkerchief previous! 
mentioned and entered the cabinet, Af- 
tersome more singing by the company, 
a child's voice (said to be Cissy's through 
Mrs. Mellon) was heard behind the cur- 
tains speaking familiarly to the mem- 
bers of the circle whom she knew and 
requesting an introduction to those she 
was unacquainted with. Presently a 
little black face was seen peeping 
through the curtains, firstat one part, 
then at another, until finally the whole 
form (which appeared less than four 
feet in height) emerged, and ultimately 
reached the table, took the bell in its 
hand and rang it loudly, dropping it on 
the floor as it retreated to the cabinet. 
The next to appear was a tall female 
form, at first unknown to the sitters, but 
subsequently claimed by a lady as her 

ardian. Next came “Geordie,” a form 
well known to the writer as frequently 
appearing at Mrs, Spriggs’ seances some 
len yours since. In height and general 
appearance the figure was the same, in- 
cluding the black beard which wasa 
striking feature in Geordie’s appearance, 
but from our position the other features 
were not clear enough for identification. 
In addition to several attentions to the 
company, Geordie wished the writer 
good evening, and in reply to a question 
from one of the sitters whether he knew 
us before, replied, “I should think I did.” 
Then a little form appeared that was at 
first supposed to be Cissy, but Cissy sor- 
rected the error Dd pe picts through 
her medium from behind the curtains 
and telling us it was “Pocha,” a control 
of the late Miss Wood, several friends 
of both of whom were known to the sit- 
ters. Cissy appeared at the centre open 
ing of the curtains with only the head 
and upper part of the bust materialized, 
first CH half way to the floor as if 
todematerialize and gradually rising 
again to her full height. She also at 
one time came just outside the end cur- 
tain and shook a chair, then with in- 
creasing foro lifted it and dropped it on 
the floor twice.
